Most  farmers  grow  a  fev/  acres 
of  Indian  com,  which  is  stored  in  the  silo.  It  srows  from 
SIX  to  ten  feet  high;  crop  averages  10  to  15  tons  per  acre, 
with  occasionally  much  larger  yields.  In  1908,  456,049 
acres  were  sown  to  mixed  grains  (peas,  oats,  barley,  etc  ,) 
yielding  15,354.350  bushels.  Lucerne  or  alfalfa  is  being 
more  extensively  grown  than  formerly. 
FRUIT  GROWING.  Estimated  total  orchard  and  garden  acre- 
age in  1908,  327,000  acres;  vineyards.  12,000  acres  The 
principal  apples  exported  are  early  varieties,  St.  Lawrence 
and  Duchess;  winter  varieties.  Northern  Spies.  Greenings, 
King,  Russett,  Snow,  Baldwin,  Ben  Davis,  and  Tolman 
Sweet.  Peaches  and  grapes  are  the  principal  fruits  grown 
in  Niagara  District.  The  finest  pears  for  export  are  also 
grown.  Only  apples  and  pears  are  as  yet  exported  to 
Great  Britain.  Peaches,  plums  and  cherri'^s  for  home 
market  and  Manitoba.  Experimental  fruit  farm  lately 
established  m  Niagara  District,  one  object  being  to  de- 
velop varieties  suitable  for  long  shipment.  Over  30  co- 
operative fruit  growers'  associations  carry  on  most  profit 
able  work  m  producing,  packing  and  marketing  fruits 
Fruit  lands  valued  at  $50  to  $1,000  per  acre,  according  to 
location.

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(1908)  is  440,  mangels;  275,  canoU;  111,  potatoes.  The 
beat  potato  growers  average  over  $100  per  acre.  To- 
ronto alone  consumes  from  2,000  to  3,000  90  lb.  bags  per 
day,  and  other  cities  in  proportion.  About  80%  of  To- 
ronto's potato  supply  comes  from  New  Bninswick.  For 
onions,  400  bushels  is  a  fair  crop.  ^  verage  market  price 
$1.00  per  bushel.  Celery  has  an  un.imited  demand,  and 
can  be  kept.  Asparagus,  cauliflower,  peas,  rhubarb, 
tomatoes,  find  a  ready  market  in  the  canning  factories. 
The  maximum  yield  of  potatoes  is  placed  at  SOO  bushels 
to  an  acre.  A  northern  grower  states  that  in  two  suc- 
cessive years  12  acres  of  tomatoes  netted  him  $140  per 
acre.  The  production  of  early  vegetables  under  glass  is 
increasing,  especially  near  Toronto,  Hamilton  and  in 
fissex  County.
